legal  proceeding  whatsoever  shall  lie  in  any  Court  against  the  Corporation  dr  any 
of  the  trustees,  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  estates,  effects  or  successors  for  or 
in  respect  of  any  such  failure,  omission  or  action.
